Engineer's Report for 
‘November. 


The excavations for foundations to 
ain building of the Central 
Offices have been completed 
daring excellent weather conditions and 
the first layer of concrete forming the 
“mattress” for reinforced work, is well 
in hand. 

With the exception of one old well, 
the excavations have revealed nothing of 
‘unusual or interesting nature. ‘Two of 
the old magnolia trees in the compound 
have been removed to the Cathedral 
grounds, 

Screens have been erected slong the 
beck of the passenger pontoons to 
protect mailbag and passengers from 
driving rain, 

In order to redace the wind pressure 
daring strong winds each alternate panel 
is moveable and can be opened if neces- 








"Tho rtizana strike was of short 
duration and did not affect the Council's 
‘employes to any extent, 

‘The culvert has been laid in the 
Defence Creek between the Peking 
Road Bridge and the Burkill Road 
Bridge and the mad filling in this 
section has been commenced. 


The creck is now dammed up as far 
Southwards as Nanking Road Bridw 
excavations for the foundations in the 
section between Burkill Road Bridge 
and Nanking Road Bridge were in hand 
towards the end of the month.
